THE HISTORY OF THE PROTOCOL. 

As the last step in the efforts of the 
European Powers to preservé peace, the 
history of the Protocol is of interest. A 
correspondent of the Politische Correspond- 
ens in Vien na, writing from St. Petersburg, 
has sent a detailed account of the history 
and character of this famous instrument up 
to the 20th of March, which the London Times 
accepts as authentic, and the substance of 
his account may be briefly stated: It ap- 
pears that on the 2d of March, Count Sonov- 
vatorr laid before Lord. Dran the two 
alternatives which the Russian Government 
thought would solve the problem. The first 
was that the Guaranteeing Powers should 
still consider the Treaty of Paris binding, 
notwitstanding the Porte’s rejection of the 
resolutions of the Conference, which were

to postpone any decisive action until the Powers 
shall have again appealed to the Porte. 

The "uglish truckling to the Turkish 
butchers, and the desire of the Government, 
after being kicked and cuffed by the Porte 
in all directions, to negotiate still further 
with it, and get down on its marrow-bones 
and beg the Turk to cease its persecutions 
of the Sclave, can now have little weight. 
In rejecting the Protocol, Turkey has not 
only defied England and Russia, but all 
Enrope, and the English jealousy of Russia 
will not be allowed to stand in ‘the way of 
Turkish retribution. The Russian army is 
on the move towards the Roumanian fron ier, 
and, by the signing of the Protocol, England 
must keep her hands off, as well as the other 
Powers, unless Russia should interfere with 
their special interests. 

THE COUNTY RING. 

There has been no time within the mem- 
ory of the oldest inhabitant of Illinois when 
some hewspaper in Springfield was not found 
ready to espouse the cause of any ring inter- 
est that might require assistance. As if for 
the mere purpose of maintaining this reputa- 
tion, the Springfield Register comes to the 
rescue of the Ring which controls the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. It may be 
that because this Ring happens to be com- 
posed mostly of Democrats the Register feels 
bound to stand by it for party reasons, or it 
may be that it is prompted to support it as 
a Ring simply from force of habit. At all 
events, it says:

The Supreme 
Court of the United States decided that the 
Legal-Tender act covered all existing con- 
tracts, though dated long anterior to the 
War. Moreover, though the State of Illinois 
made all its purchases and contracts for 
equipping the Illinois troops before 1862, 
when it settled with the Government, it was 
paid in greenbacks. The State. got no pre- 
mium, and we do not understand that the 
contractors had any superior claim. There 
was not a contractor in the United 
States who did not lose money by 
the substitution of paper for gold as a 
legal-tender; and those who contracted 
in paper in 1862’-3, and were paid 
in 1864, suffered even more heavily by the 
great depreciation of paper which had taken 
place in the meantime. This bill, we are sat- 
isfied, did not eommend itself to the Senate; 
it was one of those measures with which to 
trade votes, and as a result of such trading 
the bill was passed. The same consideration 
may force the bill through the House. The 
bill has neither law nor equity to support it.

HOTEL FIRES. 

It might have been expected that the St. 
Louis fire would suggest legislation regard- 
ing the construction and management of 
hotels, just as the Brooklyn fire suggested it 
in the case of theatres, The first step in 
this direction was taken in the Illinois Legis- 
lature, where the following bill was intro. 
duced on Thursday : 

Sec, 1. Be it enacted, etc., That the owners and 
proprietors of hotels of two stories in height and 
upward, in this State, shall keep rope-ladders, 
made of good material, in each and every sleep- 
ing room in their houses abeve the ground floors, 
of sufficient length, when one end is securely 
fastened to the floor or walls, to reach the ground 
when the other end is thrown out of the window, 
and of sufficient strength to allow all occupants of 
such room to safely escape upon it and reach the 
ground in case of fire in such hotel. 

Sec. 2, Any hotel, boarding, or lodging-house 
proprietor or owner who shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with the provisions of this act shall be 
liable to pay a fine not exceeding $50 for each and 
every room unprovided with such rope-ladder, and

rent prices. They took it for granted that the 
farmer had plenty of wheat, and that his 
stupidity would cause him to sell out ultimately at 
much dower figures. Some of them say, even now, 
that the receipts will be large as soon as seeding 
time is over, if that season be favorable to the 
coming crop, as the farmers will then hasten to 
part with the wheatthey have hitherto held back 
for contingencies. 

The British buyer has seen corn and meat ship- 
ped from the New World in prodigious quantities, 
almost irrespective of price, and other countries 
preparing to compete with us in filling the demand 
for meat. It is perhape only natural that he 
should consider wheat to be equally plentiful here, 
and to be had always at low prices by holding back 
for it. Tue inference is not necessarily correct; 
itis possible for the United States to have little 
wheat to spare. 

There was a well-sustained demand for dry- 
goods, and a fairly steady set of prices. Orders 
from points near end remote are pouring in, and 
the interiors of the leading wholesale house present 
a busy aspect. Groceries were moving with more 
freedom, and among jobbers there was a better 
feeling. The country roads are rapidly improv- 
ing, and, with a continuance of pleasant weather, 2 
continued improvement in trade is looked for, 
Prices were unchanged. Sugars were strong at 


steady. Rice, sirups, molasses, and teas 
were easy. There was a dull and droop- 
ing batter market, The supply, though not 
large, is in exceas of the present requirements 
of the trade, and prices are working downward. 
Cheese also was dull and weak. There was some 
improvement in thé demand for dried fruits, but 
no improvement in prices was noted. Fish were 
in fair request at previous prices, The quotations 
of oils, paints, and colors were the same as pre- 
viously given, excepting a decline in turpentine of 
le. Leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood 
were quiet and unchanged. The lumber market 
was fairly active at unchanged prices. At the 
docks, two or three cargoes were offered, and 
probably a small fleet will arrive next week. The 
wool market was steady, and fine and washed 
wools were in fair request. Broom-corn was quiet 
and unchanged. The hide market was steady under 
a continued good demand from Western tanners. 
Seeds were firm, and in fair request. The demand 
for potatoes was again good, and the market firm, 
the stock in store being small and the receipts 
rather light. Green fruits were steady. Poultry 
was firm, and eggs and game slow and weak,

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CERNUSCHI’S NEW BOOK ON THE 
SILVER QUESTION. 
NOMISMA; on, Leeat-Tenper. By Hun 

Cerxuscni, Author of —- Money. 

New York: D. Appleton & 00. 

There are no two countries to which the silver 
question is of more importance than Great 
Britain and the United States, In both. coun- 
tries, the subject, being one of legislation, has 
appropriately been taken up by the Legislature; 
but the difference in the results is considerable. 
The Parliamentary Commissi¢a was voted on 
the 34 of March, 1876, and on July 5 it had 
ready for the Public Printer a report of 245 
pages, containing a masterly review by 
the Committee of ‘the situation in all 
its aspects, and the testimony in full 
of the witnesses examined among whom 
were such authorities as the late Walter 
Bagehot, editor of the London Zconomist ; Er- 
nest Seyd; Sir Hector Hay, the leading silver- 
broker of the world; Mr. G. Pietsch, the Lon- 
don financial agent of the German Government ; 
and others almost as good. The United States 
Silver Commission, after havimg been in exist- 
ence nearly a year, gives the publie only the ar- 
guments of majority and minority reports on 
different sides of the silver question. The En- 
glish public, in the report of the Par- 
liamentary Commission, has the materials 
for forming its own opinion; the American pub- 
lic must take its opinions ready made. The 
shortcoming of Congress & partially made 
good by Henri Cernuscai, the well-known Ital- 
jan banker of Paris, as well formed as any oi 
the disputants im the battle of the standards, 
who came at his own expense to this country to 
testify before the Commissidn. He has gath- 
ered up in book-form the evidence he gave. 
This fills 107 pages; and there are with it the 
paper read by M. Cernuschi ig, October last be- 
fore the Tra le and Economy Section of the Na- 
tional Social Science Association of Great Brit- 
ain; some of his articles in the Paris Siecle ; 
and three letters on the silver question by Sam- 
ue] Smith, President of the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The title, “Nomisma; or, Legal-Tender,”’ 
brings to the front the monetary theory which 
lies at the base of Cernuschi’s bimetallism. It 
is, as he explained at length th the Committee. 
that Money is a value created by law.“ It is 
in his view as true of gold and silver as it is of 
paper money, that their value is the creature of 
law. The fall in the price of silver after the 
German demonetization was Wut a foretaste of 
what would follow if the coinage of gold and 
silver were universally abandoned to make 
place for some other money. The . superiority 
as money of the precious metals over other sub- 


fact that the issue cannot be controlled 
by Governmeat. When we have paper 
money we can never be sure of _ the 


uantity to be issued; but the issue of gold and 


silver is an automatic, a natural issue, which no 


one can control We cannot agree with M. 
Cernuschi in this statement, that Money is a 
value created by law;’’ and he can hardly ex- 
pect that we should do so; fer a few pages 
further he says, in the most Explicit manner, 
that ‘‘ Government gives no value to the money. 
The Government adopts a monetary unit, for 
instance a dollar weighing a certain number of 
grains in silver or gold baut the Gov- 
ernment does not interfere in determining the 
urchasing power—i. c., the value—of the dol- 
ar. The value of money, whether gold, silver, 
r paper, he makes depend on its quantity. In 
Soother passage there is an explanation of the 
inconsistency we have pointed out above. 
The legislator creates the value of money by 
choosing—‘‘ electing,“ as Justinian says—the 
material out of which money shall be madc; 
but, that done, there is, in the tase of metallic 
money, nothing more for the Government to 
do. In other words, The warrantee of the 
value of metallic money is, that nobody has 
control of the quantity.“ e confusion in 
M. Cernuschi’s utterances here jis more apparent 
than real. By law he means what Locke 
called the common consent of mankind; ’’ and 
in this way the value of money 'rreated by law is 
resolyed into the value given it by general us- 
age, nized and formulatei in law. The 
power of law—legalized usage—is the founda- 
tion of Cernuschi’s scheme, for it is only by the 
united action of the Legislatures of the differ- 
ent countries that he expects to see silver and 
gold universally reunited in cirrulation. 
It is here that his book becomes most useful 
to the American reader. Althbugh an uncom- 
romising advocate of bimetallism, Cernuschi 
rankly states that it would be idle for the 
United States, or any other country alone, to 
attempt, in the present condition of affairs, to 
maintain a double standard. At the first mo- 
ment all our gold would disappear; and, when 
the time came at which it was mecessary to re- 
mit to England the balance of trade in ber 
favor, we would find ourselves in the condition 
of India. We could not pay except by sustain- 
ing heavy losses in the sale in the London mar- 
ket of our silver dollars; and what that would 
cost us we may learn from the declaration of 
the Council of India, that famine and 
floods did not cost India sodcagr as the deprecia- 
tion of silver. A bimetallic currency of gold 
and silver would be absolutely certain to main- 
tain itself if all the leading European nations 
and the United States were to agree upon a 
common ratio in which they were to be em- 
loyed; but the United States and the Latin 
Union could, in Cernuschi's opinion, By acting 
together, keep up a bimetallic currency. But 
here again he presents limitations. The bond 
question, the silver question, and the rcsump- 
tion of specie-payments must be settled to- 
gether. It would be dangerous forthe United 
States to attempt to resume specie-payments 
until it had obtained a cémmon . money- 
standard with Europe, or with part of 
Europe. A common standard with Europe can 
hardly be had except by some inte: national agree- 
ment. France, with a dollar in specie on hand 
for nearly every dollar of its r notes, t- 
pones the resumption of 2225 other- 
wise entirely practicable, because of this diffi- 
culty. The United States has 4 threefold ditii- 
culty in its path. Its resumption of specie-pay- 
ments with the present standaril is impossible; 
the gold cannot be got; and a change in the 
monetary standard involves the question of 
what coin the bonds are to be paid in, and also 
whether the resumption of specie payments 
shall be a relief to this country, or an aggrava- 
tion of its financial troubles. Cernuschi in- 
sists that, as a matter of fact, the United States 
cannot obtain the $300,000,000 af gold necessary 
for resumption on a gold basis; that 
resumption on a silver basis will ut 
this country in the position of India; and that 
resumption.on a gold and silver standard can 
be safely attempted only after an under- 
standing with the Latin Union,—i. e., if Great 
Britain and Germany are looked upon as un- 
changeavle in their decision to adhere to gold. 
M. Cernuschi laid before the Silver Commis- 
sion the draught of a plan for the resumption 
of grt ag emer te in gold and silver, which 
would, in his opinion, bring about general 
bimetallism without the necessity of interna- 
tional conferences. It would give the United 
States a lead which other nations would have to 
follow. The $300.000,000 of specie with which the 
grecnbacks must be replaced are to be procured 
by the sale in Europe of bonds payabie, principal 
and interest, in pounds sterling. This now 
means gold; in the t, it meant at one time 
gold or silver, and then paper. and may come to 
mean silver or gold. It is less stringent than a 
gold bond, and more salable than a silver bond. 
After the joan is negotiated, the United States 
is to re-establish bimetallism; the interests of 
France may be certainly counted upon to lead 
her to foliow, and renew the coinage of silver. 
These two countries, with the other members of 
the Latin Union, will be able o maintain the 
doubie standard. The paper currency of the 
United States will have been got rid of, the bond 
question will be settled, and ngland, drained 
of her gold, will perhaps recoatume the dangers 
of her monometallism, and consent to an inter- 
national peace as to gold and silver. 
This plan is certainly ingenidus, and, coming 
from a practical and successful tanker, de- 
serves careful consideration. The chief value 
of M. Cernuschi’s evidence before the Silver 
Commission lay in his familiarity, as a banker 
and a man of affairs, with the actual wor of 
applied principles of currency and finance. ( 
has closely studied the financial system of the 
United States, and his book must be regarded 
as a valuable and interesting costribution to the 


literature of the most important subject—after 
the Southern question—now before Amerti- 
can people.

himself to an isolated village, where, as a pupil 
of the parish-priest, the companion of a landed 
proprietor, anda friendly acquaintance of the 
more intelligent peasants round about, he en- 


quickly attaining a practical mastery of the 
national speech. Once in possession of the 
means of communicating with all classes, his 
winters were spent chiefly in St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, and Yaroslaff, and his summers were 
given up to travei and sojourn in the rural dis- 
tricts, with the object of collecting information 
regarding life in the small towns and on landed 
estates, the working of the communes, and ‘the 
state of the peasantry and their habits and 


customs. : 
Mr. Wallace’s generosity in the expenditure 


of time and of pains in the study of Russia was 
no more praiseworthy than the spirit of en- 
lightened liberality with which he conducted 
his investigations. He carried no prejudices 
nor preconceived opinions with him out of En- 
gland. Nor had he any pet theories which he 
wished to substantiate. To him Russia pre- 
sented the attractive phenomenon of a great 
nation moving forward with marvelously swift 
steps in the path of progress, and, like a man 
trained to scjentific methods, he divestcd him- 
self of all narrowness and personal bias that he 
might sean the actions and judge of the motives 
of the Governmert andthe people fairly and 
understandingly. An aim pursued under such 
circumstances is apt to achieve an honorable 
measure of reward, and stich has been the case 
with the attempt of Mr. Wallace. 

This present volume, he informs us, contains 
only in part the materials collected in the 
course of his observations. It is soon to be 
followed by another, which will comprise an 
account of special investigations concerning the 
rural commune, the various systems of cult- 
ure, the finanvial system, public instruction, 
recent inteliectual movements, and other simi- 
lar topics. The subject which Mr. Wallace has 
undertaken to expound is vast and intricate, 
and it is not to be wondered at that, as he ac- 
knowledges, he iound it puzzling to seluct the 
points for preliminary discussion which should 
be of the first intcrest to the public. 

In consideration that a second book is to fol- 
low, there is no reason to complain that in this 
the author has chosen to give above a third of 
the space to an account of the serfs and of the 
effects of their emancipation. Five-sixths of 
the population of Russia belong to the peasant 
class, which only twenty years ago was freed 
from slavery, and their numbers give them great 
prominence as au clement in the political exist- 
ence of the State. This large proportion of the 
Emperor’s subjects are unable to read or write, 
and are suffering from an inheritance through 
centuries of the deplorable traits which char- 
acterize a race debased by bondage. That they 
have not yet learned to take advantage of their 
newly-acauired rights, and . decidedly better 
their condition, is not surprising. Within a 
single generation a class suddenly emancipated 
after ages of thralldom cannot come to an un- 
derstanding of its altered circumstances so as to 
make the most of them, unless it receive effi- 


| cient he]p from the ranks above it. 


And Russia is not in a condition to afford 
such help at present. The nation is in a transi- 
tion state, and it is in making this peculiarity of 
her case prominent that Mr. Wallace shows es- 
pecial sagacity. The immense difficulties with 
which she is contending in the effort to bar- 
monize the relations between the peasantry and 
the higher classes, while at the same time en- 
deavoring to institute reforms in every depart- 
ment of the Government, are set forth with very 
minute detail. Although glossing over noue of 
the weaknesses or failures in the plans or pro- 
visions of the Imperial power, Mr. Wallace does 
full justice to its elevated aims, and to the en- 
lightenment and liberality with which, in vari- 
ous and successive ways, it is seeking to render 
them practical. 

The chapter which treats of the territarial ex- 
pansion of Russia, and of the Eastern Question, 
is one of the most important in the table of 
contents. Indealing with these themes the 


ining a subject in ail its aspects, and allowing 
due weight in his judgment to every feature 
entering into it. e believes that Russia has 
no desire to expand her area. Sue understands 
that extent of territory docs not constitute na- 
tional greatness, and that further accessions are 
as likely to prove a burden as an advantage. 
Her acquisitions in Asia have been forced upon 
her by the necessity of self-defense, and she 
must cont'nue to push her frontier eastward 
until her boundaries meet those of a neighbor 
who will respect treaties and avoid depredations, 
which a respectable nation is bound to resent 
and punish if possible. England need no more 
Year an assault upon India in the event of Rus- 
sia’s coming up to its frontiers, than does Ger- 
many or Austria, which touch her berders on 
the west. Commercial interests demanded an 
outlet to the sea, hence the annexation of the 
region lying at the mouth of the Neva and 
about the Gulf of Finland. Tanis, however, 
does not suffice forthe accommodotion of the 
trade of Russia. She requires an open passage 
to the Mediterranean, which now Turkey has 
the power to close when it pleases. 

No doubt Russia desires to have the key to 
this water-way in her own possession, and this 
is the true motive of her casting an envious eye 
upon Constantinople. Yet not to acquire the 
coveted prize would she enter upon an unright- 
cous war. Shehas too heavy a task on her 
hands already in attending to the exigencies of 
ber social and political condition, to incur will- 
ingly the expense and effort of maintaining a 
hard fight with a foreign Power. But the peo- 
ple of Russia deeply sympathize with the Chris- 
tians held under the yoke of the Turk, and de- 
mand of the Emperor that, for religious and 
ethnical reasons, he should interfere for the 
preservation of their rights. The subjects in 
revolt against Turkish oppression belong to the 
Slavic race, and Russians regard it as a sacred 
duty to take part with them in the “renee 


against a barbarous despotism. 
was the first of the Slavic na- 
tions to be enslaved by the Ottoman, 


and the first to secure freedom from his domi- 

nation, and now it is the general feeling that 

she should assist the weaker ones when they 
are 9 to throw off the hateful tyranny. 

Mr. Wallace is of the opinion that the Im- 
perial Government has been in a certain sense 
forced“ to assume its present attitude toward 
Turkey. It has sought to escape the responsi- 
bilities of a war, and has been ready to make 
all manner of concessions, but has yielded to the 
im portunities of the people in promising to 
cure justice for the wronged Servians and - 
garians, though at the point of the bayonet. In 
closing his dissertation, Mr. Wallace exhorts 
the English to beware, in their treatment of 
Russia, of mistaking imaginary for real inter- 
ests, and of fighting about a Lavi oy 
Meanwhile,” he adds, our duty is clear. We 
ought to know Russia better, and thereby avoid 
unnecessary collisions.” And it is to con- 
tribute to this most desirable object that he bas 
written the present able and instructive work.

THE INFANTRY. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cureaco, April 12.—It was incidentaily re- 
marked in an earlier paper that the mother’s milk 
Was, as a general rule, the most¢uitable food for 
the infant. This seems so reasonable, and 18 80 
universally admitted, that an elaborate argument in 
favor of the proposition would be superfluous. 
The mother's milk is best for the baby simply be- 
cause it contains precisely the substances essential 
to the development of the growing tissues in a 
suitable form for easy assimilation. It is a pro- 
vision of Nature, and, theoretically, requires and

| tolerates no amendment er interference. 


But, unfortunately, the wise designs of Nature 
often fall far short of accomplishing their pur- 
pose. Some malign influence imterposes to set 
‘them at nought, and new conditions are established 
which must be properly met. Instead of the 
mether's milk supplying the best possible nourish- 
ment for her infant, it may be lacking in important 
constituents, for want of which the baby suffers; 
or the milk may be so impaired in quality as to be 
actually deleterious; or, for physical reasons, the 
mother may be unable to nurse her child, or she 
may be afflicted with some constitutional 
disease, which makes the milk ant for 
nutrition; or, the infant may de afflicted 
with some congenital deformity or debility which 
incapacitates him from the act of nursing; or the 
milk, while unimpaired in quality, may be so de- 
ficient in quantity that the child saffers from in- 
anition. 

We have now to consider how the various in- 
adequacies in Nature’s arrangements are to be 
met and supplied, and first, let it be stated, as a 


general rule, that whenever from auy cause it is 


impracticable for the mother to nurse the child, a 
good wet-nurse should be procured. Parents 
should not grudge the extra, expense and 
trouble needed to secnre this chance of 
saving their child. Even when the ques- 
tion of expense is a vital one, a wet- 
nurse would, in most cases, be the .hgst economy 
im the end, giving the child a good digestion in- 
stead of a bad one, sparing the mother an untold 
amount of anxiety and care and savinz bills for 


‘medical attendance and nursing. The evil of an im- 
‘paired digestion does not end with infancy, but a 


sickly childhood, a feeble youth, and a semi-in- 
valid condition for a whole lifetime may be en- 
tailed upon a child by parental careleseness or pe- 
nuriousness.

It 
can do no harm, and often do#s much good, to give 
a few spooneful of water three or four times a day 
in hot weather. In the hottest days of summer, 
especially if the wy is delicate, a few drops of 
whisky may be added to the water, in the aggregate 
not over a feaspoonfal in twenty-four hours. 

For bottle-fed babies the following preparation 
is recommended by very high and experienced au- 
thority: Boil a teaspoonful of wdered baricy 
( ind it in a coffee-mill) and a gill of water, with 
a little salt, for fifteen minutes; strain it and mix 
with it half as much boiled milk and a-lump of 
white sugar. 

This is to be fed through a wursing-bottle, which 
must be kept perfectly clean fand sweet. For ba- 
bies 5 or 6 months old a larger proportion of milk 
may be given, —half milk ani half boiling water. 
For still older children, more milk in proportion. 
If the child is constipated, substitute oatmeal for 
the barley. When the breast milk is insufficient, 
it may be supplemented by this food. There is no 
provision ein young infants for the digestion 
of starch, and those grains containing the least 
starch should be chosen.

LEMONS MEDICINALLY CONSIDERED. —

Being myself ly interested in the wel- 
fare and speedy recovery of the sick, M was disap- 
pointed at not, finding in last week’s Home an 
answer to Next of Normal, in relation to the use of 
lemons in consumption; but, on ref. ring to ber 
letter of inquiry for the parpose of answering it 
myself, 1 perceive my mistake, which leads me to 
hope that she has received an answer thro the 
mail, as requested, 

Perchance a few lines on the use of lemon-juice 
medicinally may not be amiss. Ite use in diseases 
of the lungs is similar to that of cod liver or other 
oil in that it furnishes an abundance of respiratory 
food, or material (carbon) to be burned up in the 
lungs, Dr. Owen Rees, of London, was perhaps 
the first to note its value, and it has been much 
used by the profession ever since. Dr. Rees con- 
sidered that it was the best agent for insinuating 
carbon into the blood,” for though not as rich in 
carbon as oil, yet its superiority in every other re- 
spect is quite apparent. It is more palatable, and 
may be taken in much larger quantities; it jeaves 
no tax upon the digestive functions; on the con- 
trary, it seems to stimulate that great organ of 
nutrition—the liver; while the oil, though not 
seeming to tax it directly, must in many 
cases (from deficiency of pancreative juice 
to emulsify it) clog that portion of the 
digestive canal into which the liver opens, thus 
interfering with its functions. Moreover, the not 
inconsiderable quantity of sugar which may be 
taken, when disguised by the acid of the lemon. 
contains more carbon than the acid itself, although 
the digestion is often too feeble to remove it from 
the stomach before fermeniation sets in, imwhich 
case sugar of milk should be substituted—indeed, 
it is far R in all cases, its rm price bein 
its only objection. Leaving out of account a 
differences of digestibility of the various respira- 
tory foods they stand thus—the hydro-carbons, 
of course, the firet rank: First, 
Oils and fats; second, alcohol; 
zur (all kinds, including starch, gum, 

ourth. acid of lemon. But itis evident that this 
does not truly represent their respective values in 
consumption. he cases of this disease where no 
defect in the functions of digestion can be de- 
tected, are very rare, the rule being that defec- 
tive nutrition is the primary disorder, the disease 
of the lungs being merely a sequel. Now if albu- 
men is deticient in the biood in such cases we could 
not reasonably look for a normal supply of pancrea- 
tic juice im the digestive canal, as this fuid is 
composed almost entirely of a strong solution of 
albumen; andthis must be frequently resupplied 
from the blood or no digestion of f tty substances 
can take place. It seems plain therefore that those 
substances containing an excess of carbon or car- 
bon and hydrogen which uire no digestion, will 

rove most beneficial in such cases; of these lemon 

uice alcoholic stimulants with sugar 
of milk stand rst. and their great 
value has been attested over and over by physicians. 
Dr. Thompson stated before the London Medical 
Society, in February, 1849, that he was employing 
lemon-juice in the Hospital for Consumption, 
and that even in cases where there were cavities 
in the lungs, he had found it of much service. 

But perhaps some one may inquire (as I did 
when copipelled to take the nauseating oil), Why is 
it necessary to take so much respiratory food in con- 
sumption’ The principal reason given ia, that the 
aerating surface of the lu being lessened, an in- 
creased combustion of carbon must be kept up on 
the surface that remaine in order to maintain the 
natural heat of the body; to th end an increase 
in the amount of carbon ingested, together 
with the highest degree of oxygenation of 
the air breathed, is enjoined, and this is 
often supplemented by the inhalation of oxygen 
artificially generated. For myself I do not be- 
lieve that the wholetruth is embraced in this 
theory, but taink that some time in the future, 
when the views of Gen. Pleasonton shall have 
been accepted by scientists, they will be in a better 
attitade to trace the remainder of the truth on this 
subject. At present we know that the results of 
all observation and experience prove that condi- 
tions favoring venosity of the blood, when com- 
bined with the habitual respiration of reasonably 

ure air, are unfavorable tothe development ofe 

berculous disease of the lungs. 

One word more before the editor shuts me out. 
I think there is no evidence to prove that if every 
particle of fatty substance taken into the stomach 
was firet thoroughly and permanently emuisi- 
fied by agitation with solution of albumen 
the pancreatic juice could not be dispensed 
with for this purpose. It has been shown that oil 
undergoes no chemical change during digestion—is 
simply emulsified or mechanically suspended in 
minute globules in the pancreatic juice, is absorb- 
ed and reappears in the chyle in the same condi- 
tion. I would therefore advise those using cod- 
liver or other oil to treat it in this manner; the 
white of an egg may be employed for this purpose.

“DOING UP” THINGS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Curcaco, April ¥. —I did not intend to venture a 
second time into the already well-filled columns of 
The Home, but ag that method of starching seems 
to be in request I will give it. 

I 2 written directions from a laundress in 
1 distant State, Said to be the best Jaundress in 
the Siate, —and her work certainly excelled any- 
thing I have ever seen. To one pint of boiled 
starch add a piece of white glue as broad as two 
fingers, first dissolving it in warm water, and also 
add a piece of lard as large as the end of your little 
finger.”’ As the white glue I get comes in little 
scale-like pieces, and as she gave no rule for the 
quantity of starch to be used, I put in about half 
as much glue as starch. Perhaps that was not as 
much as she intended. Starch the linen as soon 
as it comes out of the rinsing water. When ready 
to iron, wet the linen in thin, cold starch 
and roll up for a little while; then unfold and rub 
the linen with a wet cloth, to clear it 
of any bite of starch on the surface. Do not 
have your linen very damp, as the iron is more apt 
to stick, I iron on an ironing board, first going 
over the linen with a common iron, then take the 
bosom-board to polish on. This board should be of 
hard wood, covered with two thicknesses of cotton 
cloth. I have ready dissolved one teaspoonful of 
white gum-arabic in half acup of water, it must 
be free from color and sediment, and if too thick it 
will stick. A polishing-iron isindispensable. Wet 
a lit le piece of old linen with the -water—not 
dripping wet—and rub quickly over a part of the 
linen and pass the — 1. iron directly over it so 
it will not blister (though I have no trouble of that 
kind); then take the round end of the iron and pol- 
ish with all your muscle. A good strong right arm 
is very necessary in this polishing, although a weak 
one will often have to do it. Continue te wet with 
arabic and polish over and over again until you are 
satisfied with your work. Il set the bosom board to 
dry after ironing each bosom. Bosoms starched in 
this way will not break. The polishing-iron 
must be as hot as it can be can be and not scorch. 
I wash my irons after using, and polish them with 
fine bath brick dust on brown paper end wax them 
with white wax while using. My polishing iron I 
clean the same as silver and keep it as it 
is the most treasured of household gods. I never 
waxit. I will not pretend to my hava succecded 
in polishing like my model, not by many degrees. 

Ladies, water your callas with boiling water 
poured into the saucer every morning, and you will 
have flourishing plants. not remove bailbs as 
fast as they increase, but traneplant to larger jars.

Poor people 
cannot afford to live the cheapest way. This is 


in perfect consonance with Solomon's proverd, 
** The destruction of the poor is their poverty.“ 
We get all our positive knowledge by experience, 
and the knowledge of the cheapest and best way to 
sustain life ie obtained in like manner. In The 
Home many hints are given on the subject of 
cheap living. There is one thingI have not seen 
talked of (thongh I do not claim to have read all 


The Home), that 1 think is of great value 
as a ches and very wholesome and 
nutritive food. It is wheat, whole wheat. 


in various modes of aes ration. Graham bread, 
or mush made of am flour, everybody un- 
deretands, are good: and these are made of whole 
wheat, and contain all the constituents of whole 
Wheat. Prepared wheat, sold in the groceries, 
Das the same qualities; but the 1 have to pay 
for the preparation of these. would suggest 
another way of using *‘ whole wheat. I do not 
mean boiling the whole grain. My method of its 
use has been to get the best wheat in the market, 
in such quantifies as I found“ convenient. At 
$1.50 per bushel, the cost would be two and 
a half cents per pound, while rice, oatmeal, 
prepared wheat, and flour will cost double that 
price. Spread the wheat upon a white cloth, and 
pick ont of it all the Cats, straws, and the like; 
sct it in some open dish!in the stove-oven to dry, 
but not to scorch; when very dry, run it through a 


coffee-mill, set so as to crack every kernel. 
This will be a ind of wheat-hominy, 
mixed with some fine. To cook it, let 
the water be boiling, then stir in the wheat 


and keep it stirred llt has done settling: then a 
very — fire will keep it boiling, with an occa- 
sional stirring. A big fire will surely burn it. It 
is better to boil it an hour or more. This may be 
eaten warm, with any kind of dressing; or, when 
cold, may, like corn muß h. be sliced and warmed 
for use. If stirred when in a cooling state, it be- 
comes sticky, like paste, It may be taken up hot 
into dishes, and cut in slices, or otherwise, when 
cold. In this way. half the expense of the prepared 
wheat, or Graham flour; may be saved by a per- 
son's own labor; and while labor is so hard to ob- 
tain, the idle may well turn their time to profit, 
by 2 their own food at half the cash cost. 
Perhaps it may be boiled hy putting the vessel con- 


| taining the cracked wheat intoa boiler uf hot wa- 


ter. and thus avoid the danger of burning. I have 
never seen it tried. ; 

For myself. I esteem it far more palatable than 
rice; it has more zest; and it keeps the bowels ina 
free state. As a matter of sustenance, it supplies, 
for me, both meat and vegetables. 

A few years since 
I told a neighbor of the effect of the use of 
wheat thus pared. Some time aftera man, 
with whom I a veryelight acquaintance, met 
me, and said he: I am a carpenter; I have been 
euffering with a chronic diarrhea,—had to quit 
work, and thought I mußt die.

PLANTS IN SLEEPUSG-ROOMS. 


To the Editor of Thi Tribune. 

Gumax, III., April iti beg to be allowed to 
relate my experience in regard to plants in sleep- 
ing-rooms.

Oxford and Cambridge's pe 
Rowing-Match. 


The Intense Interest Felt in Lon- 
don Over the Event. 


Partisanship in Cerulean Hues---Light 
Blue vs. Dark Blue. 


An Enormous Crowd, and Some of the 
Points It Presented to View. 


The Place Itself—Soenes During Its Prog- 
ress— And Its Indecisive Result,

Lonpon, Eng., March 24.—For the past week 
there has been but one prominent idea in sport- 
ing circles; and circles not at all addicted to 
sporting matters Le been unable to resist the 
invasion of many ripples from the full tide ap- 
proaching so near them. Light-blue and dark- 
blue kid gloves haye festooned the shop-win-

of a windy March morning, there is a percept- 
ible chill given to the enthusiasm with which a 
sight of the contest is anticipated. The course 
is from Putney on the Thames, to Mortlake, a 
distance of about four miles, and the great 
rush of spectators is generally to Hammersmith 
Bridge, which is regarded as a determining 
point in the race; tradition has it that 
the crew which passes first under that bridge is 
most likely to be the winner,—a tradition, how- 
ever, which the last few years have much im- 
paired.

To the Londoner 
accustomed to his comfortable 9 o’ciock break- 
fast, to the interested foreigner, or enthusiastic 
belle, it is no joke to hear that loud rap at 5 
o’clock a. m.; to dress shivering by the hastily- 
lighted fire; to swallow afew hasty mouthfuls, 
and venture out into the cold, gray street, whose 
pavements are wet from a recent shower. But 
vainly does the sober paterfamilias grow! that

Fresh novelties in millinery appear at the ex- 
clusive openings of fashionable milliners. The 
Tuscan straws promise to be the choice among 
elegant bonnets, and have been displayed fresh 
from the hands of Parisian trimmers at the 
unusual cost of $95 each. The trimmings were 
of mixed Vesuve and maize satin, with yellow 
ostrich tips and dark roses; there was not a 
shred of lace to add to the cost, but the value 
is in the Tuscany straw. The most unique 
trimmings for such bonnets is a band of the 
same straw about an inch wide, piped on each 
edge with satin, then put plainly around the 
crown, and fastened behind by a small and very 
stiff bow of the straw band. Very rich colors 
and materials are used in such bounets. Satin 
predominates, and the flowers and ostrich tips 
are of dark mandarin with coral or with violet, 
or else old gold” color in two or three 
“shades, or perhaps the quaint mixtures of olive, 
bronze, and blue. 

For quite young ladies the chip and yellow 
straw capotes and the Normandy bonnets will 
prevail. The capote crowns are largeand square 
across the top, and the trimming does not con- 
ceal the outlines, as seemed to be precessary in 
the high pointed crowns lately worn. The new- 
est trimmings for these are the India ribbons in 
gay mottled colors, or else striped India gauze, 
with cream white stripes an inch wide alternat- 
ing with rich India stripes. Another new trim- 
ming is Roman net, which is merely black Brus- 
sels net with little flies“ of silk, of the rich 
Roman colors caught m the meshes; this is es- 

‘ally handsome on black chip or lace bonnets. 
he lace garnitures are now confined to sc 
strings of real lace, usually white; these are 
one long scarf, with the middle pleated 
on the crown as a curtain, and the ends 
tied for strings. The Normandy bonnet 
with straw brim and high crown promises to be 
the popular style, as ladies can easily make such 
bonnets at home, after buying the frame with 
the net crown properly — and the brim 


complete, with its three or four rows of braid. 


In making such bonnets the amateur milliner 
must have an abundance of silk in careless, easy 
folds for the crown, as scantiness and set folds 
ive the bonnet a stiff look. A wreath of small 
oweérs, drooping buds, or green vine leaves may 
be passed around the crown, orif this is too 
dressy, a ruche is made of bias silk notched in 
saw-teeth on the edges. This ruche should be 
very fully pleated, and is of two layers of silk, 
the inner one narrower than the outer, and each 
may be of different shades or in contrastin 
colors. A slight fri]! of lace, tulle, or of ravele 
silk forms the face trimming. 
Silk bonnets, smooth on the frame, are the 
novelty tor the intermediate season before the 
time comes for straws; there are also satin bon- 
nets made over ample frames, and as smooth as 
kid. A model silk bonnet is of pink coral gros 
, trimmed with satin ribbons of the dark 
fesuve red; two ostrich tips showed each of 
these shades, and there were pink and red 
crushed roses without any foliage; inside the 
frout was a soit puff af Vesuve satin. The 
quaintest contrasts seem to please best in these 
bonnets. A white failie bonnet has piping folds 
of mandarin satin ou the edges, and a garniture 
of Parmesan violets. A tilleul satin bonnet has 
pale blue pipings and pink roses that have 
pronzed leaves. Plainer silk bonnets are of 
gray, or brown, or deep blue, to match the cos- 
tume with which they are worn; all of these 
colors are relieved by flowers, in which yellow 
shades predominate. When silk bonnets are 
shirrea on the Normandy shapes they have a 
more youthful effect, and are not considered as 
dressy as those that are made plain on a hard 
frame. 
The Marie Stuart bonnet with a point on the 
forehead is very large] y imported, and is pictur- 
esque and very generally becoming. The crown 
of this bonnet is large and high, making a very 
different hat from the flat Fanchon shape 
formerly popular as the Marie Stuart style. It 
comes iu very fine Tuscan straws and in chip, 
and will be used as a dress hat. Among other 
dress hats are those made entirely of feathers 
and without crowns. Marabout fcathers are 
most used for these in very delicate shades of 
pink, tilleul, and moonlight blue; the strings 
are of Valenciennes lace, or of white gauze, or 


of dotted net tied carelcasly on one side. White 


hats will, however, be most worn for dress. 
Thus there are creamy white chips trimmed 
with chip bands, chip bows, cream white silk 
loups, and, for the one glint of color, pink and 
tea-ruses, soft and crushed, without foliage, and 
sometimes fourteen in number on a single bon- 
net. Others have a coronal in front made of 
rose petals stripped from the calyx; either pink 
or pale creamy tea-roses are used.

Beautiful costumes for summer are made of 
batistes and other lawns in very delicate colors, 
all of one shade, orelse in stripes with white. 
They have polonaises, basques, and scarf dra- 
peries, as elaborately made as those of the 
richest materials, aud are trimined with narrow 

leated ruffies edgei with Valenciennes lace. 

For $20 are bvauti- 
ful imported suits of zephyr Gene. pare 
checked and partiy plain. These are aired 
in blue atid white check, madein Breton style, 
and trimmed with navy blue bands wrought 
with white cotton in Breton designs, 
BLACK ALPACA, CASHMERE, ETC. 

There is 1 so serviceable as lustrous 
black alpaca for the business suits that are worn 
daily by ladies in school-rooms, offices, etc, be- 
cause no other material so cilectually resists 
dust as this smooth-surfaced fabric. These 
business-suits are made with long, simply- 
shaped polonaises, or else with habii-basque, 
round overskirt, and short walking-skirt, bor- 
dered with knife-pieating of the same, or else 
with a wide bias band piped on the upper edge. 
Neat and strong buttons of vegetable ivory, or 
else dark smoked pearl buttons, are used on 
these dresses. The Grand Opera alpaca is a 
favorite brand, because it retains its.color and 
lustre to the last, and wears well. The same 
titie is given to excellent black cashmere which 
is pow being made up in more dressy Breton 
suits, trimmed with broad galloon in gay India 
colors, or in black with white figures, or else all 
black. This galloon differs from the Titan 
braids in being in vine and leaf patterns, instead 
of merely twilled or basket-woven.
